Egalitarian Proposal System 








The CBD having the most concentrated population, is the center of the Ripple Districting Model. The CBD is the 
central electorate, and each band rippling out from the CBD are electorates or “Bands”. 

The district outside of the CBD is the First Band and is populated closely in numbers as the CBD District. 
Subsequent Bands become sparser in density of population as they move further from the CBD. Thus the 
geographical Bands become wider to maintain uniformity of population density amongst all districts.
